Council does a U-turn 

Taxi zones to stay; cabbies to keep 'deadheading' passengers

Halifax regional council 
has scrapped a plan to 
eliminate taxi zones in 
HRM. 

In early November, coun¬ 
cil approved in principle 
amendments to the taxi by¬ 
law aimed at reducing the 
environmental impact of 
the city’s cabs. One of those 
amendments would have 
done away with the zone 
system, where cars can on¬ 
ly pick up passengers in 
designated areas. Staff said 
this caused cabbies to drive 
back and forth between 
zones without a passenger 
— a practice known as 


deadheading. 

Last night, however, 
council changed its mind 
and voted down the amend¬ 
ments after a first reading 
of the motion. 

Coun. Steve 
Adams, chair¬ 
man of HRM’s 
taxi commis¬ 
sion, said he 
was con¬ 
cerned there 
would be no 
fair way to 
merge the 
waiting lists 
for taxi li¬ 
cences in the various zones. 

He said some people have 
been waiting for up to 12 
years, and to simply add 
them to the end of a new

list would be “grossly un¬ 
fair.” 

Coun. Bill Karsten dis¬ 
agreed, arguing the matter

ing changes.

The Halifax International 
Airport Authority requested 
the municipality approve 


new flat-rate fares to and 
from the airport, saying the 
current system does not en¬ 
compass all of HRM and is 
confusing for both passen¬ 
gers and drivers. 

Council voted over¬ 
whelmingly in support of 
the new regulations, which 
will divide the municipality 
into 19 zones, each with its 
own series of flat-rate fares. 
They range from $12 for 
trips within the Airport and 
Aerotech zone, all the way 
up to $202 for trips to or 
from Sheet Harbour. 

The fares are designed to 
reflect a metered price, 
council heard, but passen¬ 
gers can still choose to have 
their fare measured by tra¬ 
ditional meter.

N.S. puts hold on 
recreational funds 


Demand prematurely drains $68M B-FIT program

Recreational funding in 
Nova Scotia is on hold af¬ 
ter the province burned 
through 10 years of fund¬ 
ing in under four years. 

The government an¬ 
nounced yesterday 
it had completely 
exhausted the $68- 
million B-FIT pro¬ 
gram. When it was 
announced in 2006, 
it was supposed to 
last for 10 years. 

There is an expla¬ 
nation for this, and Maureen 
the explanation is MacDonald 
there was a lot of 
pent-up demand ... be¬ 
cause there hadn’t been re¬ 
ally a significant infra¬ 
structure program in Nova 
Scotia for some time for 
recreational facilities,” 
said Health Promotion 



Minister Maureen Mac¬ 
Donald. 

MacDonald said only $6 
million of the fund was 
left when the NDP came 
into power. But she didn’t 
admonish the Tories for 
spending the money. 

“These projects around 
the province are good proj¬ 
ects. If you look at 
the list, they will 
meet the needs of 
Nova Scotians for 
many years to 
come,” she said. 

“The public will 
have to be the ar¬ 
biters, I guess, of 
whether that money 
was wisely spent.” 

There were 13 
proposals outstanding 
when the fund ran out of 
money, but MacDonald 
said the government is 
now going to “take a 
break” from spending on 
new facilities, citing the 


province’s deficit. 

Former health promo¬ 
tion and protection minis¬ 
ter Chris d’Entremont con¬ 
firmed the previous gov¬ 
ernment fast-tracked 
spending to take advan¬ 
tage of matching federal 
stimulus dollars. 

“The economy started 
taking a downturn, so we 
figured that’s money 
that’s sitting there, let’s 
ramp it up and get people 
working,” he said. 

“There was all kinds of 
federal dollars that we 
could match up with. It 
was money sitting there 
waiting to be spent, so 
why not move that up?” 

So far, 36 projects have 
received funding through 
the program, with two left 
to be announced sharing 
the final $4 million. Of 
those, 22 received funding 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment.

“Those are some signifi¬ 
cant fines,” Palmeter said.

The brawl was an apparent spill-over from action on the ice. amherst daily news 


Naval hero honoured with stamp 

Historic Victoria Cross recipient William Hall 'a beacon and a standard to emulate'

He died over a century 
ago, but Petty Officer 
William Hall can still draw 
an impressive crowd. 

About 400 people — in¬ 
cluding cadets, military 
personnel, veterans, RCMP 
officers, and members of 
the public — packed both 
levels of the Black Cultural 
Centre in North Preston 
yesterday to watch as Cana¬ 
da Post unveiled a brand 
new stamp honouring the 
naval hero. 

In 1859, Hall became the 
first Canadian sailor, the 
first Nova Scotian, and the 
first black man awarded 
the Victoria Cross — 
Britain’s highest honour. 

“It’s a very proud day for 
myself and the family,” said 
Master Cpl. Phillip Satire, 
whose great-grandmother 
was Hall’s first cousin.

Satire said he grew up 
hearing about his ances¬ 
tor’s heroic 
defence of a 
British garri¬ 
son during a 
battle in India 
in 1857. Histo¬ 
ry recorded 
that Hall con¬ 
tinued fight¬ 
ing long after 
most of his comrades had 
been killed. 

“He was held as a beacon 
and a standard to emulate,” 
Satire said. “I hope one day, 
in some small measure, to 
live up to that expectation.” 

The stamp shows an old¬ 
er, fully decorated Hall 
standing proudly in front of 
the ocean. A navy ship can 
be seen in the background. 
Robert Waite, chairman of 
Canada Post’s Stamp Advi-

sory Committee, said the 
selection of Hall as a sub¬ 
ject was one of the easiest 
decisions the committee 
has ever made.

It all 
came togeth¬ 
er,” he said. 
“There was 
really no great debate.” 

Waite, who has attended 
dozens of unveilings, said 
he was extremely im¬ 
pressed with the turnout 
for yesterday’s event. 

“The only one in my 
memory being close to this 
was the one for Oscar Peter¬ 
son in Toronto,” he said, 
glancing around the room.

Moving seniors cheaper than elevators: HRM

ty services committee 
meeting several MLAs 
made a plea for more eleva¬ 
tors for the province’s 
8,500 seniors who live in 
public housing. The 
province and federal gov¬ 
ernment are currently in¬ 
vesting $128 million in 


public housing and many 
seniors live in multi-storey 
buildings. 

“For these 
people it’s 
probably one 
of the most 
important 
things that 
they can 
have,” said 
Cape Breton 
West MLA Al- 
fie MacLeod. 

“Once they feel like 
they’re trapped in their sec¬ 
ond-floor apartment they 
stop going out to social

events, and then they start 
having more health needs.” 
But only three elevators 
are being 


built — one 
each in Mar- 
garee, Shel¬ 
burne and 
Great Vil¬ 
lage.

than two years to build, dis¬ 
qualifying them from fed¬ 
eral infrastructure money. 

“Elevators have become 


very expensive, and we re¬ 
ally ran the risk of not be¬ 
ing able to do them within 
the time-frame that we had 
the money,” said deputy 
Community Services minis¬ 
ter Judith Ferguson. 

Ferguson said the depart¬ 
ment decided it would get 
better dollar value by try¬ 
ing to relocate affected sen¬ 
iors in ground-floor units. 

Argyle MLA Chris d’En- 
tremont had previously 
fought for and won an ele¬ 
vator in his riding. He re¬ 
calls the experience as 
“painful.” 


Vancouver unseats Halifax 
in urban sustainability 


environment When it 
comes to urban sustainabili¬ 
ty, Toronto has overpow¬ 
ered Edmonton in the big- 
city category and Vancouver 
has pulled an upset on two- 
time medium-city winner 
Halifax. 

The rankings by Corpo¬ 
rate Knights magazine put 
Yellowknife, N.W.T., in first 
place for the third year 
straight in the small-city 
category because of its ex¬ 
tensive trail network that 
allows almost a quarter of 


residents to walk to work. 

The report said Vancou¬ 
ver edged out two-time 
medium-city winner Hali¬ 
fax with its stricter GHG re¬ 
duction goals, more bike 
paths and green space and 
better access to local food. 

The magazine assessed 
cities using five categories: 
Ecological integrity, eco¬ 
nomic security, governance 
and empowerment, infra¬ 
structure and built environ¬ 
ment and social well-being.

HOUSING A Nova Scotia 
government rebate program 
offering up to $7,000 on the 
purchase of a newly built 
home has reached its limit. The 
program, which has approved 
1,500 families for the rebate, 
was a key promise by the NDP 
during their election 
campaign.

Feds believe 2010 GDP $56 billion less than predicted 


Canada won’t get a second 
round of stimulus spend¬ 
ing even though the econ¬ 
omy has yet to fully recov¬ 
er, Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty said yesterday. 

The finance minister 
met with 15 economists 
yesterday morning and re¬ 
vised the country’s projec¬ 
tion for growth slightly up¬ 
wards this year and slight¬ 
ly downwards longer term.

Massive rings disappear, 
sending rumours flying 



With nine medals predicted, speedskaters key to Canada's plans 


mystery Under the inces¬ 
sant grey skies of Vancou¬ 
ver, the international media 
has had at least one glim¬ 
mer of light for photos in 
the lead-up to the Games. 

And now that’s been tak¬ 
en away, too. 

A massive set of Olympic 
rings that lit up nightly atop 
a barge in the waters of 
downtown Vancouver mys¬ 
teriously disappeared yes¬ 
terday. 

Vancouver Police say they 
know nothing about the 
missing rings, once located 
inside the Games’ marine 
security zone and outside 
their jurisdiction. 

One rumour was that

they’d been moved to act as 
the final cauldron for the 
Olympic flame during next 
week’s opening cere¬ 
monies. 

But Olympic organizers 
say there’s no mysteiy or 
conspiracy afoot — the rings 
have been taken away for a 
power refitting and should 
be glowing again in the next 
few days, the Canadian press 


For years long-track 
speedskating was ruled by 
Europeans and Americans, 
home to the kind of talent 
most Canadian 
competitors had little 
hope of bumping from the 
podium. 

Occasionally, a Gaetan 
Boucher or Susan Auch 
would emerge and break 
through to interrupt that 
domination. Only such suc¬ 
cess was fleeting, and never 
really spread deeper than 
an athlete or two.

The Dutch, Americans, 
Germans and Norwegians, 
among others, have not 
gone away by any means. 
But they now see the Cana¬ 
dians the way Canadians 
once saw them — as a giant 
obstacle to victory. 

“I was really inspired by 
Clara (Hughes) and Cindy 
(Klassen) when they came 
into the team and pretty 
quickly were right up there. 
I was like, ‘Wow, we can 
compete against the Dutch 
and the Germans, we’re in 
there,”’ said Groves, who 
will race in five events and 
has the potential to win a 
medal in each. 

“Now, I’m so thankful to 
be part of this ridiculously 
strong team.” 

Team is the optimal word. 

Canadians won eight 
medals at the Turin Games 
but five came from Cindy 
Klassen’s awe-inspiring per¬ 
formance. 

This time around, Groves, 
Nesbitt and Denny Morri¬ 
son each have the potential 
to win multiple medals, 
with a host of other con¬ 
tenders sprinkled in around 
them. 

Privately, Speed Skating 
Canada officials feel their 
athletes can climb the podi¬ 
um nine times, and that’s 
not counting on Klassen or 
Jeremy Wotherspoon, both

very different. Last year 
there was so much fear 
and panic, this year there’s 
much more calmness. 
There’s a sense that people 
need to get back into the 
market, but in a prudent 
way,” Margolis said. 

Rather than looking for 
quick fixes, get back to 
tried and tested strategies 
like RRSPs and income¬ 
generating investments. 

“It’s about getting back 
to the basics. Advisers are 
saying what has worked in 
the past should put you in 
good standing in the fu¬ 
ture — it might be a little 


more boring but it works. 
It’s almost like the old 
adage: What’s old 
is new,” Mar¬ 
golis said. 

While 
the Tax- 


Free Sav¬ 
ings Ac¬ 
count in¬ 
troduced « 
last year 1 
has proven 

popular, Mar- _ 

golis says you 
should prioritize your 
RRSP contribution first be¬ 
cause of the tax savings it 
can provide. 


“The TFSA is a terrific ve¬ 
hicle for creating emer¬ 
gency savings, but tiy as 
much as possible to max 
out your RRSP first to bene¬ 
fit from tax efficiencies in¬ 
herent in it, then consider 
maximizing your TFSA con¬ 
tribution,” Margolis said. 
Look for investments 
that grant an income 
and try as best as 
. possible to invest 
i with your risk tol- 
erance in mind, 
j he suggests.

Davies, head of re- 

F r tirement strategies 
at RBC, says an RRSP 
should be a long-term pri¬ 
ority for any Canadian, yet 
in a recent RBC RRSP poll, 
only 35 per cent of Canadi¬ 
ans with RRSPs said they 


plan to contribute to their 
RRSP for the 2009 tax year, 
with 54 per cent citing the 
tough economy as the rea¬ 
son. Perhaps more surpris¬ 
ing, the poll also found 
that 32 per cent of Canadi¬ 
ans have not started saving 
for their retirement, an un¬ 
fortunate scenario in the 
making, Davies says. 

“We’re all going to retire 
eventually, and you want 
to make sure you have that 
nest egg waiting for you,” 


Davies said. 

For people feeling like 
they can’t spare enough to 
save for retirement, Davies 
says putting away even a 
relatively small amount, 
like $25 or $30 each 
month, can make a big dif¬ 
ference in the long run. 

“Stay committed to your 
retirement and it will hap¬ 
pen one day. If you just 
keep saving a bit at a time, 
it really does add up,” 
Davies said.

It’s RRSP season again and 
time to think about how to 
maximize your contribu¬ 
tions. So what’s the best 
way to go about it? 

Kevin Cork, a certified fi¬ 
nancial planner based in 
Calgary, says the reality is 
that not everyone is able to 
max out their contribu¬ 
tions every year, so the 
next best option is to con¬ 
tribute as much as you can. 

“The number one reason 
to do the RRSP is the con¬ 
cept of building for retire¬ 
ment,” he said. “The way 
our social system is set up 


in Canada — and it’s one 
of the best in the world — 
it doesn’t provide anything 
even close to a reasonable 
retirement income for peo¬ 
ple.” 

Whatever amount you 
contribute, make sure your 
money is invested wisely, 
he said. 

“There are lots of stories 
about people who have 
plopped their money in an 
RRSP every year and then 
come retirement, they’ve 
found they’ve been putting 
their money into a daily in¬ 
terest account for the last 
40 years and have almost 
no money to do anything 
with,” he said. 

If you know nothing 


about finances, go for the 
“plain, vanilla, dull, bal¬ 
anced mutual fund,” he 
said. As you become more 
comfortable with investing, 
develop an investment port¬ 
folio so your money has a 
chance to grow, he said. 

When considering how 
much to contribute, Alim 
Dhanji, a certified financial 
planner with Assante Fi¬ 
nancial Management Ltd. 
in Vancouver, says it should 
be based on life goals. 

“For beginners, they 
should seek guidance be¬ 
fore making their contri¬ 
bution from a qualified 
professional such a CFP 
(certified financial plan¬ 
ner),” he said.

provincial savings bonds 
are “some examples of 
more liquid investments,” 
she says. 

Bonds may also include 
GICs (Guaranteed Invest¬ 
ment Certificates). “You 
can have any bonds that 
are issued by companies 
that are listed on a public 
exchange in Canada or ... 
debt that was issued by a 
company that’s on what 
Canada calls a designated 
stock exchange,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

That includes U.S., U.K. 
and Japanese exchanges. 
A full list can be found at 
fin.gc.ca. 

For equities, you can 
have any of those com¬ 
mon shares and preferred 
shares on those designat¬ 
ed exchanges. 

While many people just 
trust the issuer of the 


RRSPs to handle the ac¬ 
count, a more hands-on 
investor may want a self- 
directed RRSP for a wider 
investment range. Infor¬ 
mation on those can be 
found at cra-arc.gc.ca. 

In Calgary, Sun Life Fi¬ 
nancial’s Lance Shilliday 
breaks it down to GICs, 
mutual funds and segre¬ 
gated funds. 

GICs are interest-rate 
bearing, meaning you can 
lock in a guaranteed inter¬ 
est rate for one to five 
years. Mutual funds range 
from money market to eq¬ 
uity funds and segregated 
funds “are basically the 
same type of funds as a 
mutual fund, but they 
have guarantees associat¬ 
ed with them, like a 
death-benefit and maturi¬ 
ty-benefit guarantee,” he 
says. 


What does it mean? 


• LIRA: Because pensions 
from former employers can't 
be converted into cash, an op¬ 
tion is a Locked-in Retirement 
Account. 

• RRIF: Your RRSP must be 
collapsed by the end of the 
year in which you turn 71, but 


you can keep most of the ad¬ 
vantages by converting to a 
Registered Retirement In¬ 
come Fund. 

• LIF: Like an RRIF, a Life In¬ 
come Fund originates from a 
pension plan, locked-in RRSP 
or LIRA. 


Don't rush, expert says 


Canadians have until March 
1 to make their 2009 contri¬ 
butions to their registered 
retirement savings plans, 
and it looks like fewer will 
be taking advantage of the 
plan this year. 

A survey done by Royal 
Bank late in 2009 indicated 
that just 35 per cent of 
Canadians have con¬ 
tributed to or plan to con¬ 
tribute to an RRSP for the 
2009 tax year — the lowest 
percentage of contributors 
since 1996. 

Canada was still recover¬ 
ing from a recession at 
that time, just like now, 
and economists note that 
that could be one reason 
for the difference in inten¬ 
tions this year. 

Higher household debt 
levels could also be mak¬ 
ing many nervous about 
contributing. 

For those Canadians who 
are contributing, many 
will likely wait until close 
to the deadline and that 
can be problematic, be¬ 
cause the last thing you 
want to do is put more of 
your hard-earned money 
into any sort of investment 
in a hurry. 

If you must make your 
contribution close to the 
last minute, leave the mon¬ 
ey in cash for a few weeks 
before making a final deci¬ 
sion. 

“Just a holding pattern 
for three months — what¬ 


ever it takes to look at your 
game plan and say, where 
am I going,” said Adrian 
Mastracci, portfolio man¬ 
ager at KCM Wealth Man¬ 
agement in Vancouver. 

“If it takes you 90 days to 
figure that out, it’s not go¬ 
ing to be until the end of 
the world. Because what 
you’re going to miss in 90 
days is really peanuts.” 

By cash, that means the 
money can be put into a 
regular savings account 
that is registered, or into a 
Guaranteed Investment 
Certificate or a money 
market fund. 

A big reason why an in¬ 
vestor wants to think twice 
about where to put money 
this year is that the Toron¬ 
to stock market’s perform¬ 
ance is expected to be very 
different from last year. 
During 2009, the main 
Toronto index ran up 31 
per cent. 

But a repeat of that 
showing is highly unlikely, 
with many analysts pre¬ 
dicting a gain this year, 
though it will be much 
more of a grind. 

Another good reason for 
not just plopping your mon¬ 
ey in any mutual fund at 
the end of Februaiy is that 
many financial advisers are 
very busy just then and it 
could be harder for you to 
discuss what you should do 
with your money.

The best part of cooking for 
a living is the thrill of a 
busy kitchen and a restau¬ 
rant full of customers. It's 
also the worst part, if 
you're at the end of a 108- 
hour week. 

Jimmy Dao, chef at the 
popular Talay Thai restau¬ 
rant in downtown Halifax, 
cranks out 18-hour days six 
days a week in peak times, 
but if he wants to complain 
to the boss, he has to find a 
mirror: He owns the busi¬ 
ness with his family. 

“It’s very stressful and 
very busy. Never ending,” 


he says. “When it’s busy, it’s 
a good sign and you’re hap¬ 
py, but tired. You feel excit¬ 
ed when eveiything is mov¬ 
ing around — it’s like exer¬ 
cise.” 

Dao trained on the job, 
working in restaurants in 
Moncton, Montreal and 
Toronto before opening Ta¬ 


lay Thai five years ago. The 
long and unsociable hours 
mean he doesn’t see his 
two-year-old son as much as 
he’d like, but it’s the price 
he pays for doing a job he 
loves. 

“I hope I can continue an¬ 
other 20 years,” he says. 

John Higgins, director of 


the Chef School at George 
Brown College in Toronto, 
agrees that killer hours are 
one of the big downsides to 
cooking for a living. 

“Cooking is a tough job. 
You’re on your feet all day, 
there’s pressures, deadlines, 
customers,” he says. “You 
get 40 customers and 


you’ve got 40 different taste 
palates and you’re only as 
good as your last meal.” 

The good news is the in- 
dustiy is expanding, mean¬ 
ing jobs at not just hotels 
and restaurants, but also 
golf courses, casinos, cater¬ 
ing firms and venues like 
the Air Canada Centre. 


Companies like Unilever al¬ 
so hire chefs, offering the 
elusive nine-to-five cooking 
job. 

George Brown College of¬ 
fers a one-year chef training 
certificate or a two-year 
culinaiy management 
diploma. Year one covers 
the basic skills needed to 
work in the food-service in¬ 
dustry, like hygiene, tool 
use and cooking styles. Year 
two takes those skills deep¬ 
er. The training is half 
hands-on, half theory. Theo¬ 
ry covers the science of 
cooking. A lamb chop, for 
example, can be cooked 
with radiated heat on a 
grill, but ox tail has to be 
cooked much longer be¬ 
cause the connective tissue 
of the collagen takes a few 
hours to break down. 

The hands-on side lets the 
budding chefs loose in the 
school’s 14 state-of-the-art 
kitchens, where recipes 
take a back seat to skills.

Hyundai SUV's got what it takes to stand out in the crowd

Introduce a new model in¬ 
to a crowded segment, 
and it needs to be good or 
it won’t survive. With an 
all-new Tucson for 2010, 
Hyundai has a solid entry 
among compact SUVs. 

The outgoing model, 
which was showing its age, 
came with a choice of four- 
cylinder or V6. The 2010 
model has only one engine, 
an all-new 2.4-htre, which at 
176 horsepower is stronger 
than the V6 it replaces. The 
base model, at $22,999, uses 
a six-speed manual. All oth¬ 
ers come with a six-speed 
automatic, at prices ranging 
from $24,299 to a high of 
$34,449, which is top-end 
Limited trim further op¬ 
tioned with a navigation sys¬ 
tem and Hyundai’s first-ever 
panoramic sunroof. 

An all-wheel-drive system, 
optional on the two lower 
trim lines (except for the 
stick shift) and standard on 
the limited runs primarily 
in front-wheel-drive, but can 
send 50 percent power to 
the rear when necessary. At 
low speeds, it can also be 
locked into 50/50, handy for 
getting out of snowy drive¬ 
ways. 

The ride is stable and 
pleasant, helped by front 
coil springs that slant side¬ 
ways to keep the vehicle lev¬ 
el on hard turns. The elec¬ 
tric steering is tuned for a 
fairly organic feel, and the 
turning radius is spin-on-a- 
dime sharp. For all that, the 
steering wheel snaps

sharply back to centre after 
a turn, as if it’s spring- 
loaded: handy in parking 
lots, but annoying on the 
road.

The dash 
design is night-and-day over 
the old model, with metallic 
accents, textured plastics, 
and blue backlighting.

overnight refill of fuel cell 
electric vehicles. 

Designed as a single, in¬ 
tegrated unit to fit in the 
user’s garage, Honda’s 
next-generation Solar Hy¬ 
drogen Station reduces the 
size of the system, while 
producing enough hydro¬ 
gen (0.5lcg) via an eight- 
hour overnight fill for dai¬ 
ly commuting (16,000 kilo¬ 
metres per year) for a fuel 
cell electric vehicle. 

The previous solar hy¬ 
drogen station system re¬ 
quired both an electrolyzer 
and a separate compressor 
unit to create high pres¬ 
sure hydrogen. The com¬ 
pressor was the largest and 
most expensive compo¬ 
nent and reduced system 
efficiency. 

By creating a new high 
differential pressure elec¬ 
trolyzer, Honda engineers 
were able to eliminate the 
compressor entirely — a 
world’s first for a home 
use system.

Those after a big, comfort¬ 
able car will find it less ex¬ 
pensive than comparable 
models like the Toyota 
Avalon, as well as larger 
than machines like the 
Chevrolet Impala. If it’s a 
spacious, easy-to-drive and 
accommodating ride 
you’re after, the Five Hun¬ 
dred should prove fairly 
cost-effective. 

Look for standard V6 
power, available All Wheel 
Drive (AWD), power ad¬ 
justable leather seats, an 
auto-dimming rearview 
mirror, power adjustable 
pedals and backup radar. 
Wood trim, a CD changer 
and a sunroof were also 
available.

WHAT OWNETS LIKE: Own¬ 
ers of the Five Hundred 
typically report satisfac¬ 
tion with the outward visi¬ 
bility, generous space at 
each seat, and a solid, 
planted and heavy ride.

The quest for “green” vehi¬ 
cles is far more than just 
fuel consumption or emis¬ 
sions: What goes into a car 
can be just as important as 
what comes out of it. 
That’s the reason why Ford 
Flex contains a revolution- 
aiy new plastic that’s rein¬ 
forced with wheat straw. 

“We can use the 
chopped straw to replace 
some of the pure 
polypropylene, so we’re 
replacing a petroleum 
product,” says Dr. Leonar¬ 
do Simon, associate pro¬ 
fessor in the department 
of chemical engineering 
at the University of Water¬ 
loo, where the plastic was 
developed. 

“Or we can use it to re¬ 


place mineral fillers like 
glass fibre or talc. Those 
are twice as heavy as 
wheat straw, so you’re sav¬ 
ing weight.” 

Ford currently uses the 
plastic on the 2010 Flex’s 
third-row storage bin. The 
company says that with 
this application alone, it is 
reducing petroleum use by 
more than 9,000 kg per 
year, and is creating a mar¬ 
ket for wheat straw, the 
leftover stalks once wheat 
is harvested. 

“We developed this plas¬ 
tic in 2004, through a 
grant funded by the On¬ 
tario Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture,” Simon says. 

“A colleague at the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph invited 
me to participate in the 
grant. The challenge was 
to improve value for farm¬ 
ers.”

Visitors tread carefully as these tiny islands rank among world's best for sustainable tourism

From a ledge on a rock the 
red-beaked puffin takes 
flight. 

Below it lie the panora¬ 
ma of green hillsides, vil¬ 
lages, foaming waterfalls 
and grass-roofed houses 
that make up the least 
spoilt island group in the 
world. 

The bird land on the stat¬ 
ue of local hero Nolsayar 
Pall, and here, in the capi¬ 
tal city, life and nature 
meet on equal terms. But 
when you move away from 
Torshavn and out among 
the scattered villages, you 
get a real impression of 
how wild these islands can 
be. 


More than 75.000 sheep 
live here and they obvious¬ 
ly feel that they have a 
right to walk down even 
the busiest of roads at their 
own pace. A trip out to 
look at the birds on the 
cliffs is a must when you 
are on the Faroe Islands. 

This is a paradise for or¬ 
nithologists and amateurs 
alike and the colonies of 
puffins on the cliff ledges 
are a delight as are the 
seals and whales which 
come up for air just off¬ 
shore. 

From a boat nature is 
even more breathtaking. 
The cliffs seem higher and 
the sea seems bigger. 

However you see the 
Faroes you will find every- 
one is a friendly tour 
guide.

SUSTAINABLE TOURISM 

The Faroe Islands was 
honoured in 2007 by Na¬ 
tional Geographic as it con¬ 
ducted a comprehensive 
survey of 111 island com¬ 
munities throughout the 
world. 

A panel of experts in sus¬ 
tainable tourism assessed 
the Faroe islands and rated 
them on a list of the most 
unspoiled. 

They were rated ahead of 
the Azores, Lofoten and ex¬ 
otic islands such as Bermu¬ 
da and Hawaii. 

The islands continue to 
earn high marks for 
preservation of nature, his¬ 
toric architecture and local 
pride. 

However, National Geo¬ 
graphic readers that it was 
necessaiy to “tread careful¬ 
ly” in order not to destroy 
the very places that are 
cherished, especially on 
the islands of a more mod¬ 
est size. Tourists are ex¬ 


pected to do as the 
Faroese, such as travelling 
on the rolling ferries with 
caution and hiking their 
way through all sorts of 
weather. 

Nevertheless, as the ex¬ 
pert panel concluded, 
where there is a strong 
sense of identity and cul¬ 
tural heritage, there is a 
solid foundation for sensi¬ 
ble development. 

TRY THE WHALE 

Lamb, not surprisingly, 
features quite prominently 
on the menu but the 
Faroese are keen on intro¬ 
ducing tourists to the blub¬ 
ber of the Long-finned Pi¬ 
lot Whale. It comes with a 
serious health warning 
though — catching Pilot 
Whales and eating their 
meat is soon to be history 
because of high levels of 
mercury in the sea. 

Officially the Faroese are 
advised against putting it 
on the menu but tradition¬ 


al dishes can still be en¬ 
joyed in the small village 
of Gjovg, 67 kms from the 
capital. 

GRASS ROOFTOPS 

The grass roofs on the 
Faroese Houses are proba¬ 
bly the first things you’ll 
notice, and these have 
been a feature since they 
were first settled. In the 
Viking Age farmhouses, 
with its curved stone walls, 
the roof was supported by 
two rows of posts in a large 
common room with a long- 
fire in the centre. 

Along the outer walls 
benches or seats were 
placed and a Faroese home 
today is still called a sethus 
(seat house) after these 
seats. And there is a good 
reason that the ancient 
name has survived, for on 
the Faroes the original 
longhouse lasted longer 
than any other place in 
Scandinavia.

for Precious and Christoph 
Waltz for Inglourious Bas¬ 
terds. 

The best-picture and di¬ 
rector categories shape up 
as a showdown between 
ex-spouses who directed 
films that have dominated 
earlier Hollywood hon¬ 
ours. 

Cameron’s Avatar won 
best drama and director at 


the Golden Globes, while 
Bigelow’s The Hurt Locker 
beat out Cameron at the 
Directors Guild of America 
Awards, whose recipient 
usually goes on to earn the 


best-director Oscar. 

The Hurt Locker also 
beat Avatar for the Produc¬ 
ers Guild of America top 
prize and was chosen as 
last year’s best film by 


many key critics groups. 

Bigelow said she was 
gratified and humbled. 

“It’s a huge, huge com¬ 
pliment to the entire cast 
and crew,” she said. “It 
was a very difficult shoot 
of heat and sun and wind¬ 
storms and sandstorms 
and they had to unite crew 
from Lebanon and Israel.” 

Bigelow is only the 
fourth woman nominated 
for a directing Oscar. No 
woman has ever won the 
directing Oscar, and until 
Bigelow, no woman had 
ever won the Directors 
Guild honour. 

Lee Daniels, who made 
Precious, became only the 
second black filmmaker 
nominated for best direc¬ 
tor, after John Singleton 
for 1991’s Boyz N the 
Hood. 

There will also be some 
competition among Cana¬ 


dians in the directing cate¬ 
gory. Montreal-born direc¬ 
tor Jason Reitman, nomi¬ 
nated for Up in the Air will 
compete against Cameron, 
who was born in Ka- 
puslcasing, Ont. 

Rounding out the direct¬ 
ing category is Quentin 
Tarantino for Inglourious 
Basterds. 

Vancouver-based Neill 
Blomlcamp and Terri 
Tatchell, meanwhile, are 
nominated for best adapt¬ 
ed screenplay for District 
9. 

Bullock is up against 
past Oscar winners Meryl 
Streep as chef Julia Child 
in Julie&Julia and Helen 
Mirren as Leo Tolstoy’s 
bullheaded wife in The 
Last Station, along with 
first-time nominees Carey 
Mulligan as a British teen 
involved with an older 
man in An Education and 


Gabourey Sidibe as a 
Harlem teen overcoming 
horrible abuse and neglect 
in Precious. 

Also nominated for best 
actor are past Oscar win¬ 
ners George Clooney as a 
frequent-flyer junkie in Up 
in the Air and Morgan 
Freeman as South African 
leader Nelson Mandela in 
Invictus, Colin Firth as a 
grieving gay academic in A 
Single Man and Jeremy 
Renner as a bomb disposal 
expert in Iraq in The Hurt 
Locker, the associated press

Travolta reflects on new ruthless role and a 37-year career

Whether it’s strutting his 
stuff to the Bee Gees, 
munching down a Royal 
With Cheese with Samuel 
L. Jackson, or swapping 
faces with Nicholas Cage, 
John Travolta has provided 
audiences with a laundry 
list of memorable movie 
moments. 

Over a 37-year career, Tra¬ 
volta has become one of the 
most recognizable faces in 
film. But when looking 
back on his early work, the 
actor admits that he can 
barely recognize himself. 

“I see a little boy in those 
movies,” Travolta says. “I 
thought I was veiy ad¬ 
vanced in those days, but I 
know much more now. I 
was lucky to start in this in¬ 
dustry with a bang and I’m 
even luckier to still be 
here.” 

This week audiences may 
see a side of Travolta they 
never expected in From 
Paris With Love. The star 
plays a ruthless special 
agent with no qualms about

shooting first without ever 
getting to the questions. 

“It’s a pretty extreme 
character. I don’t think any¬ 
one has seen me quite this 
way before and that was the 
reason to do it,” says Travol¬ 
ta. “We decided that the on¬ 
ly way it would work was to 
be bold with the character 
and go all the way.” 

No matter how violent or 
over-the-top his character 
might be, Travolta was nev¬ 
er worried about harming 
his nice-guy image. “It was¬ 
n’t a concern because he’s 
not really a villain. He’s a 
good guy with unorthodox 


methods.” 

The movie is an all-out ac¬ 
tion thrill ride filled with 
car chases, gunfights, explo¬ 
sions, and at least 
one rocket launch¬ 
er. Surprisingly 
the 55-year old 
actor ended up 
doing most of 
his own stunts 
on the project. 

“When we started 
I said to (director) Pierre 
Morel, ‘Do you really want 
me to do all of these stunts 
because I’m an old man?”’ 
says Travolta. “But there 
was such a confidence there 


that I thought I’d better to 
live up to their expectations 
and really went for it. It 
paid off because I’ve never 
done this much action in a 
movie before.” 

From Paris With Love also 
gave Travolta the opportuni¬ 
ty to change his appear¬ 
ance, shaving his head and 
growing a goatee for the 
role. A jarring look that the 
actor and director claim 
they got from photos of spe¬ 
cial agents in Soldier Of For¬ 
tune magazine. 

Audiences are sure to be 
caught off guard, but that’s 
what the actor hoped for 
and it reminded him of his 
approach to one of his 
most famous roles. 
“It was similar to 
Pulp Fiction 
where it was my 
idea to do that 
Dutch Boy thing,” 
says Travolta. “The 
character had just 
been in Europe, so I 
thought it would be an ap¬ 
propriate Eurotrash look... 
In both movies my look is 
the signature of the charac¬ 
ter.”

1. Heat oil in frying pan. 
Add onion and sprinkle 
with sugar, then cook gen¬ 
tly, stirring from time to 
time, until onion is lightly 
caramelized. Preheat 
broiler. 


2. Boil potatoes in lightly 
salted water until tender; 
grill sausages, turning reg¬ 
ularly, until evenly 
browned. 

3. Sprinkle flour over 
caramelized onion, stir 
and cook 1 minute, then 
stir in 

stock, wine and 
Worcestershire sauce. 

Boil, then reduce heat and 
leave to simmer. 

4. Drain potatoes and 
return to pot. Mash with 
warm milk, butter and 
mustard to taste. Spoon 
mound of mashed potato 
on to each plate, lay 
sausages on top and spoon 
over gravy.
